Since the early 1950*6 not only missile sites but also storage sites 
for missiles, coavaaticnal ammunition, sad FOI as veil as military-exarci ie 
areas Have taken over much land. This la especially' true in East Oeitaany 
but la ala© true in varying, degrees in the other countries of Eastern 
lares*, 2a steay cases the areas chosen are vacant, relatively reraote 
pUoes that mould otherwise be available as potential operational bases 
for resistance forces. In addition, the development of the tourist 
industry has led to the building of roads and other facilities in former!, 
inaccessible areas and the op en i n g of these areas to the general public. 
Sets if the populace were Inclined to resist, they would be seriously 
because the apace available in rural areas for recruitment, 
tra ining , and supplying of unconventional-war 1 arc forces becoaeg Increas- 
ingly restricted. As in Berlin in 1953 and Budapest in 1956, resistance 
forces now would probably be city-oriented, not on ly because they would bt 
©f urban background in the first place but also because there would be 
little operational space in rural areas. The task of the security forces 
would probably be simplified if reslataace were confined to the cities,
